They 
are  much  larger  than  any  of  the  regular  varieties;  their  flesh  is  fine  and 
firm  and  they  have  very  few  seeds.  The  seeds  can  be  set  outside,  not  too 
early,  In  a small  plot  of  rich  ground  with  a border  of  sticks;  or  else  inside 
in  a box.  My  last  years  planting  of  seeds  came  up  practically  100  percent. 
I had  enough  plants  to  supply  friends  and  neighbors.  They  all  got  fine 
tomatoes  of  extra  size.
